THE N£W COUNTY. 


Facts of the most astonishing na- 


ture have been brought to light and 
published this week. If anything were 
needed to convince the people of this 
section of the wisdom and equity of 
the matter, the glaring Inconsistencies 
which have crept Into assessed valua- 
tions in this section supply the lack. 


It Is not at all necessary to make 


charges of graft and wilful dishonesty 
against any. The errors may 
have 


been made Innocently. The men bene- 
fited may not have known that their 
poorer neighbors were paying 
their 


taxes for them. But when all allow- 
ances have been made and all excuses 
have been filed, there are some cold 
and disagreeable facts staring Covina 
citizens In the face and challenging 
their Indifference In county division af- 
fairs. 


Covina Is by far the most heavily 


assessed district east of the San Ga- 
briel river and In Los Angeles county.

its, but these reasons do not apply to| 
the precinct outside the city. 
The 


level of our assessments IB at least 
double that of the district Immediately 
east of us Including Pomona, while yet 
a larger difference marks the assess- 
ments north of ns from ours. 
The 


level of assessments in Olendora and 
Azusa is in very many cases far below 
ours. In fact we are assessed In most 
cases from five to ten times what the 
taxpayers in those districts are given. 
Property in Covina which Is assessed 
at |400 per acre here gets off with 
$40 per acre there. 


Meanwhile, despite the fact that we 


are paying such an Intolerable propor- 
tion of the taxes, we have been getting 
benefits vastly less than those secured 
by Olendora and Azusa. The shame- 
ful neglect given to otlr roads this 
year is sufficient to troupe Indignation 
not altogether righteous In Its expres- 
sion. The roads west of the 
river 


have been and are being kept up in 
the best manner possible. We have 
been turned down because of lack of 
funds, lack of oil, and lack of every- 
thing else. But even when our affairs 
were better cared for the fact stands 
out In bold relief that through unequal 
assessments Covina has been paying 
for the roads built in Azusa and Olen- 
dora. 


It may be merely coincident that the 


large property Interests north of us are 
the ones who have been chiefly bene- 
fited. 
Innocent coincident though it 


be, It may account In some measure 
for the frantic efforts which have been 
put forth to prevent the county divi- 
sion matter from coming before the 
people for decision by vote. 


A poor man who owns some 
hill 


land no^rth of Glendora pays EIGH- 
TEEN TIMES as much taxes as the 
adjoining property belonging to 
the 


corporation commonly known as the 
Whltcomb Water Company. The res- 
ervoir belonging to this same company 
is assessed at $100. It covers three- 
fourths of an acre of ground. 
The 


reservoir of the Covina Irrigation Com- 
pany Is assessed at $10,000.. The res- 
ervoir belonging to Mr. Griffith, of 
Azusa, cost about $12,000. It is as- 
sessed at $1800. 
.' 


The Slauson Ranch gets 
off 
the 


same way: 


One piece of 112 acres contains the 


splendid property Just west of-Citrus 
avenue. 
Twenty acres of this piece 


produced $30,000 in fruit the past year. 
The trees on the whole piece are as- 
sessed at $750! In Covina they would 
be assessed at $11,200, more than 15 
' Anbtafti^ ureeg • t&r- 


talning over 23 acres of budded trees, 
the buds being about five years old, 
had no assessment whatever on 
the 


trees! Another 34 acres, a show orch- 
ard on the same tract, shows an as- 
sessment on the trees of $1000. 


Such appalling inequalities between 


districts and between taxpayers In the 
same district would be 
impossible 


where one of our own citizens wave 
personal attention to the assessments 
of the entire field. The conditions un- 
covered are at once an unanswerable 
argument for the organization of the 
new county, and an explanation, 
at 


least in part, of much of the stren- 
uous opposition which has been made 
to the movement. 


On Thursday next, October 10, there 


will be a Citizens' Convention called 
by the Central Committee of the new 
county to nominate officers for the new 
county. We believe it is the part of 
ordinary business sense on the part of 
our people to be well represented in 
that convention and see to it that Co- 
vina gets such a representation In the 
administration of our public affaire as 
will insure to us a square deal both in 
the amount of taxes we are called upon 
to pay and in the benefits we ought 
to get from the expenditure of public 
money.

In Covina the orange is king—not

Unioh( of • Growers. 


Originally the grower bought 'his 


supplies independently, either packed 
his oranges himself at great Incon- 
venience and expense or sent them to 
an independent packing house and had 
them packed for him, then sold them 
to the speculator at whatever price he 
could get' for them. 
This 
method, 


however, was very unsatisfactory to I 
the grower, however well It may have | 
suited 
the 
speculator. 
Conditions 


were such that growers were making 
but a pittance from their groves and 
they began to realize that something 
must be done to better conditions or 
they would be compelled to seek other 
business for their sustenance. 
They 


got together and organized themselves 
Into associations, the object of which 
was to improve conditions both lo- 
cally and In the eastern markets. They 
erected their own packing houses and 
operated them co-operatively and with- 
out profit. 
The association supplied 


pickers to pick the fruit of their mem- 
bers, and packed the fruit ready for 
shipment, all without profit. 
When 


packed and delivered onto the cars the 
association turned the matter over to 
the Fruit Exchange. 
The Exchange, 


through its agents in the East and in 
conjunction with the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, attended to the 
marketing of the fruit, securing better 
prices for the product than any indi- 
vidual grower could ever hope to se- 
cure. 
This is the situation as it is 


today. 


In Covina there are two associations 


affiliated with the Covina Fruit Ex- 
change, the Covina-HlRhland 
Citrus 


Association and the Covina Orange 
Growers' Association. 
Of these asso- 


ciations the former this season han- 
dled approximately $350,000 worth of 
oranges, 
the 
latter approximately 


$260,000. 
This amount, however, in- 


cludes only the actual money turned 
over to the growers and does not in- 
clude shipping costs.

from the correct ones.

As these figures are very conserv- 


ative, we are safe In'saying that the 
number of boxes of oranges shipped 
from Covina during the 1907 season 
will exceed 468,600, and the amount 
of money received and paid over to 
the glowers will approximate $801,300. 


In addition to the excellent market- 


Ing facilities afforded, the co-operative 
plan cuts down the cost of supplies 
materially, as may be ascertained from 
the fact that this year the Exchange 
purchased their boxes for 12%c, while 
the independent growers were 
com- 


pelled to'pay from 18c to 21c. 
This 


plan also keeps the fruit well distrib- 
uted, taking care that no market be- 
comes glutted with oranges, thereby 
Iwvinu; a strong tendency to reduce 
prices or entirely Interfere with' the 
sale of tho fruit,

hunks and two savings banks, a homo 
building and loan company and, In 
fact, all Improvements and 
utilities 


that one would expect to find In any 
of the larger cities. 
When wo men- 


tion the improvements found in the 
city, we mention, also, to a great ox- 
tent, the improvements ,to bo found In 
the surrounding country. The rancher 
living within a radius of two miles of 
the city has his favorite paper deliv- 
ered to his door every dny and reads 
It by electric light; ho takes his bath 
In an enameled tub connected with hot 
and cold water, and telephones 
to 


town for anything he wants, which IB 
Immediately delivered to him. 
The 


road which passes his door Is oiled 
and hard as pavement, the walks are 
good and the road Is curbed and gut- 
tered—In fact, it is hard to realize 
that one is in the country; all the city 
improvements are there with the ad- 
dition of the country advantages. The 
farmer In this vicinity no longer twists 
himself to fit the circumstances, but 
goes after the circumstances with a 
"big stick" and adjusts them to suit 
his needs. 


The Water Supply. 


Covina has pure water. This asser 


tlon, coming as it does In the face of 
the fact that most cities in Southern 
California are having much 
trouble 


and many litigations relative to their 
water supplies, is a fact that should 


streams flowing beneath the 
moun- 


tains. In winter or summer the orig- 
inal purity of the water supply Is re- 
tained intact from the fact that the 
reservoirs used for storage purposes 
are supplied with filters and tightly 
covered, making It Impossible for for- 
eign substances to become mixed with 
the water. 


For irrigating purposes the San Ga- 


briel river and wolls answer all pur- 
poses. The water Is carried into great 
reservoirs and distributed to the dif- 
ferent ranches through ditches 
and 


cement pipe. Enough water 
is on 


hand at all times to meet all require- 
ments.

compelled to clean them up and save 
their neighbors trees from 
Infection, 


hfive proved .sufficient In form and sub- 
stance and have generally been 
ef- 


fectively enforced. 


Hut It Is In the marketing of the 


citrus crop that the most striking Im- 
provement has been evolved. When 
Hie whole product of marketable or- 
anges was but a few carloads, there 
was little concern about disposing of 
them. 
Hut as the product increased. 


It. being Impossible to advance 
the 


price of unprotected American 
fruit 


beyond that fixed by the 
competing 


Importations, there came to be a con- 
siderable surplus which could not be 
sold to profit. 
The growers had their 


money already Invested In t.lie crop. 
All that, remained unsold represented 
a loss to them. 
Rather than accept 


that loss, they would sometimes con- 
sign to Eastern commission houses, 
and frequently with disastrous results. 
Buyers, having no money at stake un- 
less they bought, took good care to 
avoid risk by buying at low prices and 
in comparatively small quantities. 
Fly 


those and other 
circumstances the 


citrus fruit farmers were driven 
to 


more experiments, more 
inventions. 


The result of these, of which Neces- 
sity was the mother, Is seen In the 
great, marketing organization known 


of the work so done is found to be 
better. 
The actual cost of picking 


each man's fruit and fumigating trees 
for him is charged to him. To meet all 
the other expenses, except for wash- 
ing, which Is seldom necessary, 
the 


sum of thirty or thirty-five cents per 
box Is held by the Association 
from 


the proceeds of the sale of every c»r-

expenses for the season is subtracted 
from the total amount so reserved at 
thirty or thirty-five cents a box, and 
the remainder Is prorated back to the 
growers whose fruit contributed to the 
expense fund.

the genera] exclusion of the less de- 
sirable sorts. Those varieties, Wash- 
ington Navels and Valencia Lates, und 
one or two alleged improvements of 
them made by selection, are almout 
the only ones now planted. 


As with the variety of tree, so with 


almost every detail of 
cultivation 


there has been continual experiment 
to ascertain the best process. 
From 


no country could the Callfornlan at 
first obtain that knowledge. So 
the 


community of orange growers, each 
one doing what seemed to him advis- 
able, groped Its way towards a conclu- 
sion as to what wns the best stock to 
bud to a desired variety; what age of 
the stock was best for the operation; 
how old buds should bo when set In 
the orchard; In what order and how 
far apart, trees had best be set; what 
depth of plowing and cultivating, what 
inanm>r and frequency of Irrigating, 
what kind and amount of fertilizing, 
would be best, and whether at any 
particular time In the 
animal 
life 


course of the trees any of those pro- 
cesses would be either better or worse 
than at any other more convenient 
time. 
Tlier*' were no experiment sta- 


tions, no hullctl.is to publish the re- 
sults of these varied but 
unrelated 


trials. 
The questions are not all set- 


tled 
yet, 
but 
progress 
was 
made 


through the observed results. 


While orange plantings were 
few 


and small, no serious 
discuses ap- 


peared nor visitations of destructive 
insects, but wltlt more orchards of 
more trees came many sorts of Insect 
plagues which had to bo destroyed or 
at least controlled to save the Indus- 
try. 
Hero was occasion 
for 
nioro 


anxious experimenting, and with wash- 
ings und dustings of many sorts 
It 


went on, but nothing checked the "cot- 
tony cushion scale." Then It occurred 
to some one that, as ull animated crea- 
tures seem to live for the destruction 
of some other creatures, It might be 
possible, to find sonic. Insect whose life 
work, was in part to exterminate some 
particular variety of scale, mealy bug, 
or plant louse; and just when the cot- 
tony scale was apparently about to 
destroy the citrus orchards of 
Cali- 


fornia the parasite fatal to that scale 
was discovered, brought to the state, 
bred, multiplied and 
distributed 
in 


small colonies to all orange districts. 
There the multitude rapidly increased. 
Their voracity was Intense. The tide 
cbunged. 
The cottony scale was fin- 


ished. 
It hail become so scarce that 


the present anxiety of the State Hor- 
ticulturist is lest enough of them may 
not remain to maintain it sufficient re- 
serve supply ot the little creatures 
that served the state so well. 


There are other kinds of scale in- 


sects not yet parasitized into import- 
ance, though their numbers are con- 
siderably reduced by such means, but 
progress lu knowledge of spraying and 


as "The California Fruit Growers' Ex- 
change," and Its affiliated packing As- 
sociations, the methods of whose op- 
erations It Is worth while to know. 


The annual crop of California 
or- 


anges and lemons is now so great— 
about 110,000 carloads of an under-av- 
erage product—that to get them all 
sold, every market In 
the 
country 


m-.ist bo kept supplied with all It will 
consume from the earliest

latest carload of every year's product. 
To maintain that constant and uni- 
form movement of fruit from the orch- 
ards to the retailers' stands Is Indls- 
penslble to success. 


The Associations above referred to 


are Incorporated unions of 
growers 


within a convenient area who join In 
erecting or renting a packing house 
on some railroad line, furnishing the 
house with nil the apparatus and em- 
ployes necessary for receiving, wash- 
ing, brushing, sizing, grading, weigh 
iiu; and packing the fruit 
In boxes, 


loading the same upon ventilating or 
refrigerating cars, making the requi- 
site bills of lading showing with what 
varieties, grades and sizes of 
fruit 


each cur Is packed and turning tlicno 
bills of hiding over to the local fruit 
exchange. 
Knell Association packs the 


citrus 
fruit 
of It's members and em- 


ploys KO many and such helpers a« are 
neiided. 
Many Associations manufac- 


ture the boxes in which the fruit in 
packed. 
Many of them own fumigat- 


ing plants and by experienced men do 
the fumigating by hydrocyanic 
add 


gas of such trees of their members an 
aro luff-sled by any scale, and most 
Associations now do the picking also 
for their members, because the result 


Ing Is co-operative and Is in all re- 
spects perfectly square and equal. 
Every means Is used to make it BO. 
For instance, in every pool all mem- 
bers receive the same sum per box for 
every grade of fruit. 
The principle is 


that all must have an equal share in 
the highest markets and the lowest. 
All share expenses equally according 
to the amount of fruit for which the 
expenses are incurred and all share 
the returns from sales equally accord- 
Ing to amount and grade of fruit sold. 


The Associations within a suitable 


district, or n convenient number 'of 
them, unite in forming n local fruit 
exchange, whose business it is to at- 
tend to the sale of each carload of 
fruit packed by any of Its associations 
and the due return of the proceeds. 
Each local exchange selects a repre- 
sentative for the Central Exchange, 
who Is thereupon elected a stockholder 
and director of the Central Exchange 
wt Los Angeles. There are now four- 
teen District Exchanges and therefore 
fourteen directors in the Central Ex- 


Thls is the "California Fruit 
Exchange." 
It has an office

and Canada, 


employs an agent with as 


as its business 
re- 


ry few exceptions all 


who phones it to the shipping ex- 
change and association, where It Is de- 
cided whether to accept the offer or 
not. 
The Eastern offices 
keep 
the 


Western ones constantly informed of 
the sales made, the condition of all 
fruit unsold, the state of the weather 
and market conditions In their 
re- 


spective districts. 
Thus no one can 


sacrifice the Interests of the growers 
of the fruit by a sale below actual 
value. 


To facilitate sales the central office 


telegraphs to every agent every morn- 
Ing a full description of every car with 
Its contents, which was shipped the 
day before, not only to such agent's 


I own market district, but to every other 
j district from which It could be "dl- 


I verted" to him If he were fo eee a car- 
load going elsewhere, which a cus- 
tomer of his own would like. 
Every 


agent knows all the tlnio what sort 
of fruit Is rolling towards him and If 
for any reason he thinks some of it 
cannot be sold in his district he has it 
diverted elsewhere by the central of- 
fice. 


To defray Exchange expenses 
ten 


cents per box Is reserved by the local 
Exchanges from 
the 
returns 
from 


every carload, the unexpended balance 
of which Is returned pro rata at the 
end of the season to the associations 
furnishing ihe fruit and by them pro- 
rated to the members to whom it be- 
longs. Of the forty cents per box re- 
served for expenses by the Covina Ex- 
change and its Associations about ten 
cents a box is' thus returned. 


Salaries of all agents and employes 


In all Its offices are fixed by the Cen- 
tral office and paid by checks drawn 
by its cashier. 
Buyers of fruit pay 


the 
freight hills and 
other 
local 


charges and give their checks or ac- 
ceptances for the remainder 
of 
the 


purchase price payable to the shipping 
local Exchange. Thus the risk of loss 
by ill judgment of agents is avoided, 
and in fact there has not been a dol- 
lar lost by the Exchange in the last 
two years in a business aggregating 
in volume 30,000 carloads and in value 
over 115,000,000. 


The Exchange organized in 1893 un- 


der the name 
"Southern 
California 


Fruit Exchange" and changed 
its 


name a few years since when the ex- 
tension of its field into Central Cali- 
fornia made the change desirable. It 
embraces now the producers of a little 
more than half the entire crop of or- 
anges, lemons, pomelos, citrons and 
limes grown in the State. 
Being al- 


ways organized and always In touch 
with such a proportion of growers it 
Is the most trustworthy exponent of 
the opinions and desires of those in 
the citrus industry. 
It Is, therefore, 


both the leader and the chief power 
in effecting whatever in legislation or 
administration Is for the Interest of 
that industry. 


The part of the California product 


not protected by the Exchange is var- 
iously disposed of. 
The 
California 


Citrus Union, an organization of ship- 
pers formerly independent who 
buy 


and ship for their own advantage, or 
pack and sell, or either, for growers, 
on 
such 
terms na are agreed on, 


handle a large share of it. There are 
also independent shippers In the same 
course of business. Some owners of 
very large orchards pack and market 
through agents of their own, 
Most 


shippers outside of the Exchange pro- 
fess to sell In the State before ship- 
ment, which is no doubt their desire, 
but Is generally Impossible. 


The first participation of Covina in 


this crowning development was about 
the year 1895, when the Covina Citrus 
Association was formed and became a 
member of the Azusa-Covlna-Glendora 
Fruit Exchange. 
In 1898 the Associa- 


tion withdrew and formed the Covina

But about the profitableness? 
Ah, 


there. There are orchards and orch- 
ards, some better, some not so good. 
There are orchardists and orchardists; 
also years and quite other years. One 
fact is worth noting. 
Both Navel and 


Valencia trees In California are 
in 


clined to hear regularly. 
Neither of 


them indulges, like many other fruit 
trees, in "off years." 
Still, like all 


vegetable products, the citrus crop 
shows some variations due to more or 
less propitious seasons. The present 
season in which the orange crop was 
below What the number of trees* would 
ordinarily produce, and the shortage 
of other fruits which compete with or- 
anges in their season, was 
still 


greater, has been the record breaker 
for profit to the fruit farmers of whom 
we speak. Orange and lemon orch- 
ards about Covina have been sold this 
year for $600 to $2400 per acre, not 
to inexperienced "tenderfeet," but to 
resident owners of other 
orchards,

That there is a science in the raising 


of oranges those who are well 
in- 


formed are first to admit. That as a 
money-making occupation the orange 
raising Industry stands well to the 
fore when conducted on strictly scien- 
tific lines has this year been proven 
by the yield of the ranch of T. F. Gris- 
wold, located Just on the north bound- 
ary of Covina. 
Mr. Griswold is the 


possessor of eighteen acres of oranges 
which have for years been regarded 
as phenomenally 
productive. 
This 


year, 
however, 
Mr. Griswold 
out- 


stripped himself. The trees are equally 
divided between Navels and 
Valen- 


clas, of which this article has to do 
principally with the latter. While the 
balance of his yield was above the av- 
erage Mr. Griswold succeeded In car- 
rying off all honors for prolific bear- 
Ing on his three banner acres. 


On these three acres there are 250 


trees, the output of which this year 
was 2300 boxes of oranges, netting Mr. 
Griswold in actual money $6,000. As 
a further illustration of the remark- 
able bearing qualities of Mr. 
Gris- 


wold's trees we need but state that 
one tree alone 
yielded 
twenty-four 


loose boxes. 


For an explanation of the remark- 


able success attained by Mr. Griswold 
we have but to look at his past. Twen- 
ty-eight years ago he, together with 
Mrs. Griswold, left 
Grand Rapids, 


Wisconsin, for California, consuming 
eleven days in the trip from Chicago 
by rail. Arriving in California they 
immediately came to Covina, 
which 


was then but a field of barley. Set- 
tling at once In the business with 
which they have since made such a 
striking success, they built for them- 
selves a home In the then almost un- 
settled country. 
Mr. Griswold imme- 


diately started In on scientific lines, 
and although a vastly different line of 
business from the saw-milling which 
had formerly been his occupation, his 
good judgment and natural resource- 
fulness came to his aid and enabled 
him to weather the hard knocks and 


change.

growers formed the Orange Growers' 
Association, which in turn jo'.ned the 
Covina Exchange. Two other Associa- 
tions were formed by division from 
the old Citrus, and Its remaining mem- 
bers Incorporated under the name Co- 
vina High Land Citrus Union to facili- 
tate an equltahje division of property, 
hut only the new High Land Union 
now survives. 
Meanwhile the "High 


Land," as It Is familiarly called, has 
ink en new labels for new brands, the 
"Blue C." "Red C," and "White C," 
has rebuilt, and greatly enlarged its 
packing house, and two years 
ago 


equipped it with all the best apparatus 
known in the business at that time. 
Hut here the latest evolution affect- 
ing the industry appears. 
Experts of 


the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
have shown beyond question that the 
decay of citrus fruit from March on- 
ward, so productive of heavy losses of 
profits, is chiefly d'.ie to injuries to (he 
outer skin of the- fruit in some one of 
several ways, all ot which may be in- 
cluded in the term, ••careless hand- 
ling." So invention has devised appar- 
atus which will lessen the 
injuries 


likely to be received in a 
packing 


house and the directors of the High- 


termination to win and a capacity to 
absorb knowledge gaihed from the ex- 
perience of ones neighbors, has been 
fully proved by th» experience of Mr. 
A. T. Anderson, the owner of ten acres 
at the corner of San Bernardino and 
Azusa avenues. While experience is, 
of course, of great advantage to any- 
one, Mr. Anderson is one of the many 
successful ranchers hereabouts 
who 


have demonstrated to the world that 
the business man, the mechanic or the 
eastern farmer have an equal oppor- 
tunity in this fascinating business. 


A metal polisher by trade, Mr. An- 


derson never, vuitil he came to Oovina. 
had a minute's experience in farming, 
he. knew nothing about the business 
from experience, yei he took bold of 
the ranch which he now owns and took 
from It a crop that will average fairly 
with any in the vicinity. 
His trees 


are one-third Navels, one-third 
Im-
